— Arthur Moreton, 
alias the Kev. Thedore Keating, was 
arraigned in Dublin Monday upon 
charges of obtaining money uniler false 
pretences, and of neglecting to report 
himself to the police at stated times 
under the terms of his tickf>t-of-leave. 
Dr. Moffat, rector of MiUtown church, 
testified to frauds practiced upon him- 
self and his cogregntion by Keating,', 
and told of the diacoveries he inatle at 
Worcester, while investigating tlifl re- 
cord of the prisoner at tliat place. 
Keating repeatedly interrupted the wit- 
ness, warning kiiu against the awful 
consequeucea of telling lies, and finally 
became so vehement in his utterances 
that he was .silenced by tlie court offi- 
cers. At the conchi.sion of Dr. Motlat's 
testimony Keatinji was rcniiinded.

lieligioiis soc'iety in terribly shocked 
over the Dublin scandal. A man who 
introduced himself as the llev. Theo- 
dore Keating, aged about 50, of slight 
build, and middle height, sallow com- 
plexion, brown hair Hlii;htly tinged 
with gray, and a decidt dly jowisli cast, 
arrived in Dablin early lust Miumier 
and iiiiiiieiliatfly took steps to form tlie 
accpiuintance. of some of the leading 
clergymen and churchmen of the city. 
Besides possessing a thorough know- 
ledge of tho Hebrew, he spoke four 
modern languages fluently and rapidly 
acijuired a reputation for erudition. He 
claitued to have been a priest of Rome, 
a Jesuit novice, and for some tiine as- 
sistant secretary to Cardinal A.iitoiudi, 
but had formed a friendship with a 
nun and cbey' bad severed their connec- 
tion with the church and united their 
lives in marriage. 

KEATINO'S FAME SPREAD RAPljOLY 

and he soon became a welcome visitor 
in the best Protestant faniiliei, event- 
ually being introduced to Lord Pluuk- 
et, arobbislioj) of Dublin, who, charm- 

eil with the eloquence, ajijiarent erudi- 
tion and sanctity of bis visitor, readily 
granted him license to preach and olli- 
ciate in .the_archdiocese of Dublin.

Dr. Mofl'at, began a eystcmatic enquiry 
into the stranger's antecedents.

Iveating'fa career as an imposter is a 
most eventful one. Ho has carried ou 
his operations in all countries, and was 
some years ago in America, \rhere he 
speedily became the lion of religious 
circles as a converted priest, and bis 
clever serinons and ))amplilets, which 
latti'r included those entitled "The 
Confessional Unveilnd." "The Doctrine 
of Probabilities," "Ten Years in 
Rome." "Rome Under Pius IX.,J' etc., 
attracted a great deal' of attention 
among the pioiia. He jireached in 
scores of Ainericmi ciiicH, iintl the Rev. 
Henry Ward LJri.cher (.■llusivcdy pat- 
runizi-d liiin, iiUowiiii; liim to uiT the 
puljiit of Plynioutli church. He was 
tinally di.>icovere(l huwevi-r, and is said 
to have visited Montreal and Muhse- 
quently sailed., for .England. His al- 
lejued wife is Known to be a bold and 
skilful forger.

Wo wore not surprised to fir.d tho Timei 
resorting to its old tactics. When fulled 
ia argument he inviiriably turns to hia 
choice vooabuinry of billiiij>8f;ato and by 
that moans hopaa to luaka up in sbuao 
vrhat he lacks in argument. As the posi- 
tion we took with regard to the precedents 
in Ontario was unassailable wo are sub- 
jected to almost a column of baldordash 
which hsEi nbuuc as much rcferoncu to tho 
Bubjecc ill question as our oontompornry 
haa an inclination for honest argument. 
There is no reason why the Times and tho 
Montreal Hurald should not be yoked to- 
gether; indeed it is emiiKJutly proper that 
they should be, since thoy fight with the 
Bame woiipons. We hud aoen tho article 
in tho Horiild abusing tho Gazette pre- 
vious to its reproduction in the Timos, 
and we thought that a moro gross perver- 
Bion of journalistic courtesy had 
never come under our notice, un- 
less in tho caau of the Times. In 
tho very brief iirtiolo quoted in 
the Tinioa the worda '"liar," "lies," 
and '"iiod" occur no loss lli;in twelve 
times, To show that this is quite iu 
keepintr with the Times' style we' oull the 
following choice selections from recent 
issues directed agiiiiist its political op- 
ponents:

These foul epithets would make avon 
the Herald turn green sv ilh onvy. Our 
oontemporary is unfortunate in enlisting 
the servioes of the Herald in his cause. 
It is edited by Peter Mitchell, the leader 
of the Independent party in the house, 
himself coniprisiuf.; its whole rank mid 
lilo. Mo was miniater of marine under 
Sir John Mucdonald until his resignation 
in 1873, when Poter waa defeated, but 
was elected again in 1878, and hae 
been trying to become minister of 
marine again ever since. When h. 
claims were Blii;hteJ beeauso of hia 
erratic diapoaititn he bocaiiio an In- 
dependent, and when Mr. Foster waa ap-

Dt ui^.i^oiiiK'n and 
party scribblers, each aeekiutr ti> outvie the other in 
panasrlDgCo the prejiuUcos *t tbe fteuoh CanadiaD 
zace, and to Kain control c( their action by appeals to 
race distinctions, may have a temporary triumph, 
taut we arc still hopeful thit tho inerc thoughtful of 
the French fiUKiaiiina ff Muiilrcd will nivi- tl. c-a^ 
foolish i)*-oiin tu uii(icr,-::»iid that tlir two ].ooi)lui 
are ■akud hero (or many gunerations to come," 

Yet to-duy Peter and his paper are hand 
in glove with this sumo L. 0. David and 
bis party, in their attempt to establish a 
'•National" (that is exolnsively French) 
' government in Qaebeo. Peter, therefore, 
. to use his own worda, has become one of 
those "demagogues and party Boribblera" 
who are engaged "in pandering to tho 
prejadioea of the French Canadian race" in 
order "to gain control of their actions by 
appeals to race distinctions'." "But we are 
still hopeful that the better educated and 
more thoughtful of tho Frunoh Canadians 
of ilontreul (ah well as of nil Quebec) will 
give these fooliah perdons (Peter included) 
to -nnderstand"— tbiit tht ir dirty incendiary 
little game will not work." 

And to crown all Peter has lost the con- 
fidence of his Northumberland oonstit- 
uenta and has about as much chance of 
beiuf; elected alter hia lato vagariea, as 
the Times has of forming a liberal party 
in this city. , The public will, under such 
circumstances, take with "a grain of salt" 
the Herald's dispatch to tho Winnipeg 
papers stating that Mr. Mercier'a wonder- 
ful "round robin" contained thirty-6va 
aignnturea. It io very 'ivident that Mr. 
Hoaa tahea just about aa aincoroly to 
heart the Horald's "figgera," as we do the 
Times' torrent of abuse. We believed 
our conteniporary had learnt by "sad ex- 
perience" 11 leaaou during the late cam- 
paign, which wjuld liave .'ituod it in good 
atead, but it is very evident that the seed 
eown has fallen upon barren ground. Uur 
contemporary's editorial columns have 
beenfurafow weeks very temperate, and 
rrti 6i]ppO;ie<i ncli:ii)t.;ij n! heiirt Imd bi:eii ex 
periunced, but it la I'vitleiit tliiil when h-j 
is "cotuered," his old tiiuo urgumenta —

RUSSIA AND BU Lit ARIA. 

Slofil people will agri;e \r\i\\ the Loudon 
Times when it Hays ttint the deeihivo verdict 
of the Unl^'nrian people upon t^o regency 
and the pretousious of lluHBia to control 
their iutei.iiil arrangements caunot but pro- 
duce a considerable moral effect throughout 
Europe. In a normal condition of uU'airs, 
that effect would, iadeed, be ho gront as eou- 
olasWely to settlo the status of tho Bulgar - 
iau nationality. IPopulai sympathy every - 
where mus.t be enlisted npou the side of 
a people who to their abstract right to si^lf- 
govoruiiient have added a drinonstratioii of 
their IHnehs to exeieise it, mul who, by 
the Bobriety and self-n3sl ruiiit of their 
conduct, have olf-n d the ln.'st i;tiarantei. 
Ihra their emaueiiiiiiioii \V(Hi1iI add 
to the securities for general tranquility. 
The exigenoicd of politics, and the neces- 
aity imposed upon European statesmen of 
regarding thu practical conaoquoncos of 
isvory event rather thin ;tp -p'.'ri! justifi- 
cation, undoubtedly reduce popular sym- 
pathy, however uiiiv(;rHal, to a position of 
aeoondary importance. Such sympathy, 
nevertheless, iu reuognizod as being itself 
capablebf producingpraotioal effects, and a 
jjooplo who have proved themselves to pos- 
Hosaa cloar idea of whatthoy d8siro,andno 
small amount of dotormination to secure 
it, mast also enter aa a factor into tho 
calculations of practioal men. Tho situ- 
ation, in short, ia appreciably diflforont 
from what it would havo boeu had the 
Jiulgnrians turned out to bo merely af- 
flicted with vague aspirations for an inde- 
peiidoiico which they could neither right- 
ly uao nor onorgetically defend. They 
havo acquired a certain weight and con - 
Bidoratlon in European polities. They 
will count in Buropoan combinations; 
find, although other oausos may provo 



more potent, their sturdy assertion of 
their iudepondonco will enter into tho 
composition of forces that must QnuUy de- 
termine the course of European ati'aira. 
The national verdict, emphatioally legiti- 
misinft the actual government, even re- 
duces the importance of the election of a 
a prince, and points to the possibility of a 
reorganization from within, which will 
evade the dilBcultios provided for by tho 
treaty of Berlin. It is truo that both tho 
government and the elections are declared 
by Russia to ba illegal, but that dnclura- 
tion has no practical effect. It may serve, 
just aa anything elao would serve, as the 
protext for occupation, but occupation has 
not yet taken place, though the danger of 
such a catastrophe is undoubtedly great, 
Until actual violence is used by Russia 
the Bulgarian position remains, thanks to 
the attitude of the people, a very strong 
one. The regency now ocoupies a groat 
responsibility, iu which the Kfoatost mod- 
oration and oiroumtpection aro absolutely 
d'jmanded.

It 
calls upon all citizeus owning prowrly 
in the city to moko every eflbrt to defeat 
the bylaw — one which is aoknowlodged by 
tho vast majority of oar people to be 
essential to the health and comfort of Vic- 
toria. It is fortunate that the Stnudard's 
influence is so limited that it can do littio 
barm, but tho elTort to decry every public 
iiuprovement in wauifeBt nil the wamo. Will 
tho property holders of this city take tho 
advice, or follow tho oxumple, of a eili/.eu 
who porsistontly rofuso.'i to pay liih just 
taxes, and is now, we beliuve, a dafaultor lo 
the city? We boUeve that the same iutelli- 
euco and desire for progress which direct- 
ed the property owners to vote for the 
streets and water bylaws will also bo soeu 
when the sowenigo and market bylaws aro 
l)laced before them.

Whether the eovernmeiit has done its 
whole duty or whether it has done as mucti 
as it could with its limited moans, is a 
matter altogether distinct from "Iiidiari 
title." It IB a grievouB blunder tu ni^ike 
the moral expensive and diQicult duty of 
the government to be only hb lurgo and 
conimonsurat'j with the value of a wm th- 
less "Indian title," to (to thcin) Nt'urllileas 
Und, and yet this fancied title ia made a 
vital point by the miflleiidtirs ! It is a 
"vital error" instead. If the ."Slutlaliahtla 
Indiar. beea havo beBii tauylit to ga'her 
honey from thu C^iiiadian g<iverniiu'iit for 
the purpose of rnisiionaries, by fl.tuiiting 
before the government the untenable 
"Indian title," and threatening revolt un- 
less the Oan»diai^ government supplies 
the coveted honey in payment therefor, 
they haYO boon taught ii fearful error. 
Tho sooner they aro taught the valueless 
nature of their roving title, and, imlijed, 
that they havo no title whatever the bet- 
ter for them and their munil cause. Tho 
out'.rse will then be clearer. There aro 
othor Indians besides the Metlakahtlana 
anyhow 1 

As to the roannar and mode of teach- 
ing and assisting the Indiana to become 
fitting members of the body politic, there 
aru and will be, as there always have beeii, 
very serious differenpes of opinion — par- 
ticularly among religious sects. Tlieni i.s, 
hnwever, a oublic .school sys:oiri t-'Stiibliiih- 
•jd in the proviuno and poBnibly it may bu 
made applicable to Indimia if "pioo.'i poli- 
tics" could bo excluded— if tho "ijubblor 
could be made to stick to hia last." This, 
iKjwover, has nothing to do with the 
mythical Indian title. Let tho mislonders 
toll tho Indiana to bnao tJieir cluiiiis on 
moral and not ])hyaical or fanciful trreuiulii 
and Uie.n they may bo supported — for the 
white people do and always have wished 
them well — and this is why tho raisloaders'j; 
or, if you please, frionds of tho Indians 
ahould havo accompanied II. M. S. Cor- 
morant nil her ernmil (>//)e(ii r.-- for frionds 
and sdviaera in need are friends in tJcf/. 
If anything ijntoivurd happens tliey will 
have to bear the blame — thoy cannot di- 
vest themselves of the responsibility.

.' Supreme Court. 

(Buforo Hon. Mr. Jiibtico Gray.) 
Clarke & Matthews vu, the OhierOom- 
missionor of Lands and Works — This ia 
an application on behalf of the plaintiQ'a 
to the court for a mandamus to the chief 
commissioner of lands and works com 
inanding him to issue crown grants to tho 
plaintiil'a of certain lands in the district of 
New WestminBtor claimed by thorn under 
the land acts. 

Before going into the merits of the case 
a preliminary objection is taken by Mr. 
Irving, deputy attorney-general, ou be- 
half of tho crown, that the plaintifls have 
mistaken their remedy, that a imuuhunu.i 
will not lie in a case like the present, but 
tho remedy must be by petition of right. 

Therii is a marked distinction belwooii 
departmental acts, to bo performed*by a 
minister of the crown iu discharge of'the 
duties pertaining to hia office and pro- 
ceedings in which he simply acts in o re- 
presQiitalivo capacity. In tho first a 
inandtiniH^ vitW lie because tho queen ii 
simply commaiiding him to do his own 
duty as delinud by law. In the latter tho 
act be does is not his own act, but a 
vicarioUi act— the act of the sovereign. 
Practically, the'reault may be tho same, 
but constitutionally tho proceeding is en- 
tirely different 'I'ho praaont case illua- 
tratea the distinction under tho conatitu- 
tion. All ungraiited laiida aro vested in 
the crown, hold it ia true for tho u.so of 
the public, but theoretically under thu 
constitution dtsppsed of by the crown o 
gratia. The grant ia made in the queen'a 
name, thofoo ia held from the queen, and 
can only be divested out of tiio queen by 
her own net. A miniater of tho crown, 
bo he coiumissioner of crown lands or till- 
ing any other otfico, cannot do it in hia 
own name; what he does to divest the 
fee is regarded and supposed to be the 
personal act of the queen. By her aa- 
SBiit conBtitntionally given to tho land 
acta, it ia enacted that, under certiiii 
terms and on certain conditions, grants of 
land from tho crown may iasuo, and it ia 
tho duty of tho commiaaioner of crown 
lands to aeo that those terms andcondi- 
tiona are compiled with, and when they 
have been complied with, then tho crown 
will make the grant, not the cointnisaion- 
or or any other miniater. The fi'o will 
pass from the crown, nut from tho com- 
missioner or minister. A mandamug, as 
already Btiited, is simply an order from 
the crown to a Bubordinate olliser to do 
somothing the law states to bu hia duty. 
An order therofuro from thq crown to 
tho crown to do something would simply 
be an anomaly, and under our constitu- 
tion cannot be. The local government 
itself, whatever may bo its power, acts in 
the name of the queen. The lands though 
I under the control of the local govornment 
are held by tho i;ovornnH!nt in tlie niunii 
of the queen; tho fee is not vested in the 
local government. The distinction be- 
tweon tho maiidamiix and iho petition of 
right, 80 far as the subject ia concerned, 
it one of form, but of conatitutional form 
which the court cannot depart from with- 
out positive logialalion permitting it. Tho 
aubject who cluiina thi;t he has complied 
with the law and thureforo beconies e:i- 
titied to B grant of land ia not without his 
remedy. Under tho constitution that 
remedy is by petition of right. Ho seta 
forth hia case. The oommisaionor of 
lands or ( ther minister whose duty it is 
gives his ana wer; tlio caae ia hoard, de- 
termined by tho court and the law car- 
ried out. The law and practice are both 
well known in this province, and the dis- 
tinction between the deparlmentil duties 
and vicarious duties of the miniator shewn 
in tho cases dotorinined In this provinco, 
namely: In the mat'.or of Eli Ham-iaon, 
jr., under tho land ordinance, 1870, July 
15th, 1870; Vowell vs. the Queen, 9ih 
August, 1875; Peck et al. vs. the Queen, 
17tb March, 1884: DeOnainos vs. the 
Queen, 2 B.C. Reports, 20. Until over- 
ruled those cases must govern.

A conplo of miners from Stewart river, 
whuro tho largest gold mining has been 
carried on, stated to a reporter yeeterdiiy 
that the now field was fuliy aa good as 
reported. Altogothor this year one hun- 
dred and fifty miners have been engaged, 
and of theae aixty-five '.are wintering on 
the river, principally old miners. During 
the past two seasons over §00,000 has 
been taken from the bare along the river. 
So far tho diggings are all ahallow, eaaily 
worked, tho gold being of a fine char- 
acter. Rooking ia the principal style of 
mining, though some of the miners ate 
Bluicing. The river haa been proapected 
for a distance of 320 miles. 'There will 
likely bo a large rush for Stewart river in 
tho spring. All the old hands intend re- 
turning. Tho groateet amount rocked out 
in one day was $100, while aluicing panned 
oiit from $30 to $80 to the man. Prospect- 
ing for deep ground has been attempted, 
but watdr has always intorforod. A foot 
or 80 below the aurfaco frozen ground ia 
met, and this has continued to u depth of 
ton and fifteen foot. Whether they will 
be enabled to work deep ground aucoeaa- 
fuUy has yet to be determined. There is 
one' peculiar feature in ceferenoe to the 
Yukon mining .field— every one of the 
150 has made money over expenses.

THE CARIBOO IBAILWAY. 

. lutcrcslint; Fncts Conecriilnif 
tlic Proposed Kond. . 

The location of the Oansdian Pauific 
railway as adopted by the Dominion gov- 
ernment in 1878 by way of Tete Jaune 
Cache and the North Thorn paon rivers, 
was one well and economically adapted t>> 
serve the mineral interesta of British Col- 
umbia. AM that region un thu north side 
of the Fraaer river was made accessible to 
mining and proapocting by tho Tote 
Jaune Cache location. One short atretch 
of good steamboat navigation and a com- 
paratively easy load through UO miles of 
perfectly well- known oouotry would liaVo 
made conneotion 'with the Oariboo mines. 
It is for many reasons to be regretted lha' 
the original ' government location of the 
Oahadian Pacific railway was not adopt.id 
in British Columbia, as theru can bu no 
doubt of its capability to servo a multi- 
plicity of important interests far in exeeas 
of those of the route adopted. All that 
stretch of country situated upon the north 
side of the Eraser river,althougb it has not 
BO far (owiog to inacoessibility} been 
brought under the skill of the miner, is not 
by any means an nbknown country. 

The color of gold can be, aud has been, 
found iu almost every creek coming into 
tho Frasor from tho north side, u<iiially 
■with those coining iu from tbe Cariboo or 
south Hido. Ou one of the (unucr creeks 
good prospects of coarso gold weru found 
npou tho lieadwaturs many yuars ago. Ou 
tho North Fork of tho Fraser a iiarty of 
men worked for more than a year. It is to 
bo ijresumed that they found something or 
they would not have stayed so long, aud 
report has it that although reticent about 
their saccesa they were generally well satis- 
fied with the results of their labors . The 
supply of water aud the quantity of gravel 
available for hydraulic work upon tho north 
side of the Frasor is ouormous. Tho whole 
of this region was available from the origin- 
al lo'iatiou of tho Cauadian Pacitio railway 
by way of Tete Jaime t^aclie, by the simple 
oipodieut of ono stuauier on tho 
upper bend of the Fraser river, which 
afforded uninterrupted steam navigation 
for a atretch of 120 miles below Tete 
.Jauno Cache. Tu make this aanie couii-' 
try accoaaiblo now would recniire. an ex- 
tension of tho 250 or more mil. s from 
Kamloopa toCarilioo for a fuither dia 
tiiico of 90 miles, or an expundituro 
covering 345 miles of a branch to reach a 
point- of vit^l importance to British 
Columbia that 'was formerly situated upon 
tho original locat-jd lino of adtqition. 
Now, it might be contonuod that if tho 
present location of tho niain line of the 
Canadian Pacific railway does not servo 
the northern portion of British Columbia 
it is well placed^to develop all the south- 
ern pdctiun, including the Kootenay dia 
trict. But this argument ia neither logical 
nor tenable: first, bacauao Kamloopa was 
a common point upon both lines, and is 
fairly well placed as n southern distribut- 
ing centre, in the same way that Tete 
Jaune Cache would have become the dis- 
tributing uentra for tho upper mining dia- 
tricta. Secondly, because the forty- tivo 
odd millions of gold already taken out of 
British Columbia, did not by a large ma- 
jority come out of the Kootenay but out 
of the Oariboo and' northern districts. 
The original loostion, therefore, would 
have accommodated both the northern 
and southern portions of British Colum- 
bia more than any other. 

But the Kootenay district ia accoaaible 
from the Northern Pacific railway, and 
to a largo extent independent of the lino 
of the Canadian Pacific railway. As to 
tha( poctibn of the* Upper Columbia river 
now accessible from Golden Oity, a com- 
paratively arasU outlay would havo made 
that diatriot easily accoaaible from Sand 
Point on the Northern Pacific railway ; 
and it may be consistently maintained 
that the main line of the Canodian Pa- 
cific railway, as at' present situated in 
British Oolumbia, is good for opposition 
to the Northern 'Pacific railway, and good 
for no reason. Dominion, physical, con- 
structive, geographical, or any other kind 
whatever. 

It will appear, therefore, for the rea- 
sons set forth that in British Columbia, 
Canada has located her national base lino \ 
without any regard wh-ituver t i tlie prin- 
cipal resources of Britinli Columbia, and 
that in ao far as her position is concerned 
comparing it with that of the now pro- 
vinces east of the Rocky mountains, and 
the Impetaa given to them by the con- 
struction of the road, that these last have 
derived more benefit in proportion than 
the provinco of British Columbia. But it 
has been set forth before in your columns 
that the provincial artery of British Col- 
umbia for purposes of internal develop- 
ment was north and south, which will, of 
course, apply to lines of communication 
by land, water and all kinds, tributary to 
the main line of tho Caiiadiiui Pacific rail- 
way, coming in from l!io atjuth aa well ua 
from the north : for thi groat silver regions 
of British Oolumbia (stti geiierU) deserve 
communication aa well as those of the 
gold districts. In this connection there- 
fore it should bo observed that no soctioii- 
alism or conUiction of local intercats 
should be allowed to milltite against ar,y 
railroad scheme brought up in the local 
bouse whether for the nort^ or the south 
side of the Oi^Qadian Pacific railway, but 
rather that the members from all parts of 
the country should give each other inter- 
changeable help on joint ai\d several in- 
terest. 

I'o rotui^n to the point made in refer- 
ence to tho Canadian Pacific railway, it 
may be argued with great consistency on 
the part of the proviriop that as nature 
had indicated certain well defined geogra- 
phical lines of internal comnuinication 
that could not be ignored without cauaiiig 
the most inaporti^nt interests of the prov- 
ince to suQ'er, so she may now claim trom 
the Dominion, such supplementary 
aid towards building tho Cariboo Railway 
as would have been all'ordud by thu main 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway, had 
it been located with roforonco to tho in- 
terests of the province, instead of i^hoBoof 
the corporation io whom the building of 
the road wa| ettl^rusted. Or to put tho 
tame idea into still other worda, that hav- 
ing allowed tho inoin lino to bo built in 
the wrong placo for tho intoreats ol tho 
country, the Dominion should aasist the 
province in getting at ^he main line from 
points the^ti U might have been, bat vna 
nftt made to sorve, Ab to tho interests 
of tho Ounodian Pacific Railway they iiro 
neitbor diflicult to underatand nor far to 
forseo. If tho French people keep quiot 
for a few yoatB, and Mr. Lesaepa does not 
die the Panama canal will be fiiiiahod, 
whatever the pessiniists may say to the 
contrary, nothwithstanding. 

This enterprlno onoa oonaummnted, how 
muoh Europeari freight would be bundled 
by ^t^aricau lines? Next to none — there- 
fore the lines within a tracRoontincntal 
pool muBt look to the trevelopniont of their 
own local reaouroes for their future tralllo, 
08 otherwise they could only divide tho 
Pacific freightn intended (or Ametioan oon- 
Huinption, and this would oppear to bo 
rather a lean bono for the transcontinental 
dogatopiok. Their first oaro, therefore, 
will be to foster branch lines that help to 
develop important latsral industrien; 
whiob brings us back by reosonablo induc-

tion to understand why the Canadian Pacitio 
railway comioauy will iiao every mcaua 
r/ithin their power to faeilitato tlio cou- 
Htruetiou of those brauch liuea which are in 
the near future as vitally important to tbeni 
as to the provincial interests that they m e 
intended to serve. But the experience of 
the provinbe goes .to. prove that tho Cnun- 
dian Paciflo railway people, are far-sighted 
enough to see their own interests. Tho 
province, therefore, need not fear tho 
hearty, oo-operation of the company in the 
matter of advancing that project that 
would be to the provinco what the 
return blood is to tho heart, and 
to tlie company, tho greatest traffic 
development, they can ever look forward 
to upon tlio western ond of their ayatein. 

As a practical illustration of the im- 
petus that may be' given to' a''mining 
centre by railway febitimunication it may 
bo mentioned that at present ratea from 
Aahcroft to Caribou a ton of goods that 
costs about §120 to deliver in Harker- 
villo would, under « tolerably high tirifl', 
bo delivered there for about $10 per ton 
at the outaide. 



A TALE OF CKOOKEDNESij. 

Alleged Fraudulent Transfer 
of bproule's Property. 

T.tcoMA, Oct. 29,— Robert E. Spronlo. 
who waH banged at Vietoriu to-day, wuh a 
foriiiar resident of Pierce county, W. T. He 
left suddenly some yeara iii^'o hccauHoof an 
iudietmeut found agaiuat hiiu for tiring the 
barn of the present auditor of thi.s couniy, 
W. B. Kelly. Sproule is a native of Maine. 
He is a minor and was one of the tlrat dis- 
coverers of the Carbou Hill coal vein, 
thirty-seven miles east of Tacoma, The 
oldest cabin of that locality w.is built by 
him, and there is a creek and a coal vein 
there still bearing hia name. 

A curious story has just been brought 
to the surface showing a recent attempt by 
prominent people here to get possossion, 
unlawfully, of a vahiablo piece of property 
along the water front, owned by .Sproule 
years ago. When Sproulu lied into liritiah 
Columbia to avoid arrest upon the indict- 
ment, Ira and Myron Cogswell, father aud 
son, held a judgment against him for a cer- 
tain amount not yet asoertained. They 
learned that he owned some lots in the 
southeast section of the oityl The lota 
were attached and sold, but they did not 
fully satisfy tho judgment. Some time 
afterword County CommiBipnor Myron 
Cogswell was informed that Sproule 
owned twelve acres of valuable land on 
tho water front near the Tacoma Mill 
property. He immediately consulted >the 
auditor, W. B. Kelly, deputy auditor 
Gloyd and W. Spinney, a firm that owns 
a act of abstract books in tho auditor's 
oflice of Pierce county. They discovered 
that the land was in Sproulo'a niuie. Mr. 
Cogswell then authoriz:ed|Kelly and hia 
partners in the abstract books to examine 
oarefully the title and prepare him an ab- 
stract of it. " 

In their researchos a happy thought 
struck these throe worthieB — Kelly, Gloyd 
and Spinning. They came to tho con- 
clusion that if they oould secure a quit- 
claim deed from Sproule's wife thoy could 
perhaps get poBsession of this valuable 
property themaelvea. In this movement 
they were acting under the advice of 
Campbell and Taylor, attorneys of thia 
city, thu formeir of whom is prosecuting 
attorney. 

In the mean time, Oonatantine Ardis, 
a hop farmer of Puyallup valley, got wind 
of tho fact thai Sproule still owned tho 
property on tho waterfront, and ho8t;irt- 
ed to Seattle in aearch of Sproule'a wife 
to buy from her a quitclaim deed. While 
in that city he came aorosB William Spin- 
ning of the abstract firm, who hud come 
up from Tacoma hunting for the same 
game. Spinning found Sproule's wife 
near tho city. Sho had been divorced 
from the condemned man and married 
again. Her name was Mary E. Clarko. 
For a nominal sum Spinning secured from 
her a quitclaim deed to tho properly and 
hurried back to Tacoma, leaving the hop 
farmer to learn a fpw days afterwards that 
he had been left. 

Spinning, on his arrival hero, put 
the deed on record, but Auditor Kelly 
auggeated that it would not do to put it 
in tho index, as it might attract attention. 
In the mean time Myron Cogswell, who 
was in bliaaful i(itiorance of this traiiaao- 
tion, waa waiting for the abatrat't <if title 
to the property. Prosecuting .Attorney 
F, C/anipboll, in subaoquently thinking 
over tho matter, cougludod that ho could 
not afford, aa a member of the bar, to 
havo the plot consummated, so he wont to 
Auditor Kelly and told him that he muet 
compel Gloyd and Spinning to convey the 
property to Myron Cogawol! in further 
satisfaction of hia unsatiafiod judyinent 
against dproulo. Kelly demurred, where 
upon Campbell threatened that if it waa 
not done he (Campbell) would force Gloyd 
out of tho abstract tirni. Such an oot 
would, of courBo, havo put the auditor in 
an unsafe position. Auditor Kolly finally 
made a virtue of neoeasity, wont tu Cut's- 
well and disclosed what b,ad been done, 
thus anticipating wh«t Oogswell would 
have in time discovered, as he was patient- 
ly waiting for tho abstract of title ttj 
Snroulo'a land, which ho had instruetod 
tho firm to draw up for him, 

Tho honest auditor made it appear to 
Cogswell that ho had first learned of thu 
scheme of his wiol«;ed partners and iii- 
stuntly took QAeAsares to prevent its con- 
summation. He in fact told Cogawull 
that ho was ao Incensed that he would nut 
allow the title to go in tho indoi. Tho 
property \^aa thon convoyed t ) Cogswell. 
It is the opinion of prominent attorneys 
here that the property still belongs to the 
Sproule estate, notwithstanding tho quit- 
claim deed.

The Holy Ciliust Flower. 

Of the several varietiea of hothougo tlow- 
ers in the park conservatory, San Francis- 
co, the Holy Qhost blossom has been 
attraoUn^ the most attention latt;ly. The 
plant has been blooming during tho past 
week, and many persons have daily admired 
the sinRular and devout appeorauce of the 
^bloBsoms. 

The llower is about two inches iu diame- 
ter, and is cnp-Blinpvil. Xi stliiif^ in tho 
shadow of thi- cmlt-il If.'ftvis i.-i a beautiful 
Mhitu dove. The winj^H arc extended to- 
ward the outer eilj^eof tlio lenves, niid have 
a calyx, of small browu sputs extc uchng over 
nearly half their surface. A slightly curved 
bill and two small bprns which answer for 
the eyes aro yellow. The tail of the dove 
ifl fiin-shaiiod and ha.s an edging of brown. 
Lookiu!^ closyly nt tho life-lilie, waxen bird 
thruuyh a maguifyin;:; glass, it soenis to bo 
lying iu the cup-hhaped iifst asluei) ou its 
back. T'hfcj bo'.ly aud buiul aro bciuitif uUy 
modeled. Tho joiuini; of the upper part of 
' the bell of the tlower is apparently a small 
. ligament along the back of the dove, while 
the wings and tail are not in suoh distinct 
relief. The head is entirely separate from 
the flower proper. The wings are hot per- 
fect in shape. They aro too round at tho 
end and have a lamp on the outer edge 
which somewhat spoil.s their symmetry.
